The Agents and Friends of France 
are not a little difturb’d, to fee all the Expence and 
Pains taken on their fide to proves thefe Levies , 
render’d fruitlefs. At prefent they are endeavouring 
to obtain new Levies for the 2 Crowns ; to this end 
they offer good Terms, and the Marquefs Beretcti 
promifes divers Penfions on the part of Spain. We

atch’d to the “oa of France by the Marquefs de 

Puigeux,to know the King’s Determination touching 
the Neutrality of Savoy.

Major General Reading's Se- 
cretaty is gone Poftto Turin, with the News that 
the Roman Catholick Cantons have abfolutely agreed 
to furnith Troops to the Duke of Savoy, and that the 
2400 Men which his Royal Highnefs has demanded 
to be firft fent to him, will forthwith be rais’d pub- 
Jickly. The French Ambaffador, who did his urmoft 
to prevent this, has difpatch’d a Courier in all hafte 
to inform the Court of France of it. This good Dif- 
pofition of the Roman Catholick Cantons, has quick- 
en’d the Zeal of the beft Patriots of our Canton, and 
confirm’d them in» their Refolution to obtain a Neu- 
ttality for Savoy at any Rate. The Regents of this 
Ciry have written a Letter to thofe of Zurich, to 
propofe, in cafe the French delay to give a Saris- 
factory Anfwer to the Demand made by the late Diet 
at Soluthurn on this Subject,that a General Affembly 
may be held to take a final Refolution on this im- 
portant Affair: The French lay wafte the Country 
of Savoy in a terrible manner,forefeeing they muft be 
forc’d to leave it. Monfieur de Mellarede has an- 
fwer’d the Speech and Memorial deliver’d by the 
Marquefs de Puifieux to the Diet at Soluthurn the 
18th and 22d of laft Month, in the followjng Memo- 
rial addrefs’d tothe Helvetick Body. = @ 


Meft Iluftrious and moft puiffant Lords ! 

you well remember, no doubr, that when I had 

the Honour to inform you, on the part of his 
Royal Highnefs my Mafter, of the violent unjuft and 
unheard of Proceeding of the King of France againt 
him, I obferv’d to you, that. if he treated in fuch a 
manner a Prince fo clofely united to him by Blood, 
and to whofe Alliance he owes all he is poffefs’d of 
in Italy ; you could nor hope to be us’d more-gently, 
nr doubt he will greedily catch at all Occafions of 


treating you with his ufual Haughtinefs and Rigour. — 


I find, with great Grief, that I forefaw but too clearly 
the Ufage you were to expect fromhim: ‘Tis trae, 
he has not yer feiz'd your Troops that are in his Ser- 
vice; he is in too much need of them to fupport him 
againft the Efforts of the many Enemits his Ambition 


é 
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has drawn upon him ; and as he owes his Grandeur 
to the Intrepidity of your Troops, fo he is unable to 
maintain it without their Affiftance. But he takes 
another way to bring you into a Neceffity of re- 
ceiving Laws from him :, He has refolv’d to endea- 
vour to fhur you up in fuch a manner, that he ma 
have it in his Power at once to enter your Terri- 
tories On all fides, wo ravage them, to be abfolure 
Mafter of your Commerce,to ftop the Importation of 
whatever you are indifpenfibly oblig’d to draw from 
other Countries for your Subfiftance , to reduce 
you to a Neceffiry of employing your Men in his 
Service only, and that on fuch Conditions as he fhall 
Np? to impofe on you ; and, finally, to poffefs him- 
elf of all the Paffages by which other Potentates of 
urope might fuccour you. All thefe Defigns are 
not only very difcernible, but the Marquefs de Pui- 
fieux has difcover'd them to you in an imperious 
Manner ; not like an Ambaffador of a King who is 
our Ally and owes every thing to you, but like the 
inifters of France, with juft thar Haughtinefs they 


always thew, when they imagine they may venture 


to do what they pleafe. , 

TheKnowledge I have of the fincereAffection of his 
Royal Highnefs my Mafter for your laudable Body ; 
my refpect and Veneration for a Republick, that by, 
a thoufand glorious Actions, has acquir’d an univer- 
fal Efteem ; the Marks of Kindnefs with which you 
have been pleas’d ro honour me, fince my Prince fent 
me to you ; all thefe Confiderations will nor fuffer 
me to obferve the Carriage of France towards you, 
without a deep Concern, nor without feeling that 
Warmth of Refentment which fuch Proceedings 
ought to kindle in you. : 

i will not renew your trouble, by looking into the 
we Conduct of France towards you, and inftancing 

ow infupportable it has been: Nor could I be par- 
ticular on that Subject, without, making a Volume. 

But, give me Leave, moft illuftrious and moft puif- 
fant Lords, to examine fo much of their Proceedi 

as relates to Savoy. You know they had done li 
againft that Durchy, when you follicited them fo 
earneftly, and for fo many Reafons, to agree toa 
Neutrality for it ; ac that time they were Mafters 
but of a very fmall page of it, only what was conti- 
guous to Fijince ; but finding you prew more alarm’d 
as the Danger you apprehended of being furrounded 
on all fides encreas’d, they reckon'd that out’ of a fit 
regard to your own prefervation, you would take vi- 
gorous Meafures to prevent the Mifchief that threat- 
en’d you ; they therefore refolv’d to pufh on, and to 
be too quick for thofe Meafures, by feizing ( while 
you were making Reprefentations 10 them) as much 
of Savoy asthey could: They imagin’d it would be 
eafier to perfwade you, to let thent keep that Coun- 
try when once they had invaded it ; than to diffwade 
you from taking care to defend it, while you fhould 
fee it in the Hands of its lawful Sovereign.
